One of the most alarming oulliery acci- 
dents that has occurred in thie oountry for 
several years past took place yesterday 
morning at New Hartley Colliery. 

Hartley New Pit is situated olose to the 
Hartley Junction of the Blythe and Tyne 
Railway, and on the western side ot the 
line. U belongs, we understand, to Messrs. 
Carr Brothers. The workings have been 
oarried on by means of a single shaft pass- 
ing through the ysrd seam, at a depth of 
about seventy fathoms, and pen el re ting to 
the low main, whioh here lies about 100 
fathoms below the surfaoo. Closely adjoin- 
ing the shaft on the east side, stands a sub- 
stantial stone struoture, containing the ma- 
chinery employed for keeping the pit clear 
of water. The pumping engine ia a pon- 
derous looking pieoe of work — one of the 
largest, we are told, to be met with in the 
coal trade— with a power equal to 100 
horses. The beam of this maohins was an 
immense beam of iron, weighing about forty 
tuns— «uoh a mass, indeed, as one would 
suppose capable of enduring a far greater 
strain than any to whioh it oonld possibly 
be subjeoted. It is, nevertheless, from the 
fracture of this, that the melancholy affair 
we have now to chronicle took its origin. 

The aooident ocourred about half-past 
ten o’olook yesterday morning, and U 
could eoaroely have happened more oppor- 
tunely.

There were two can-

The Queen, mounted on her palfrey, pro- 
ceeded to the Cross, where the ceremony ot 
coronation was to be performed — the Crewn- 
bearer and Crowner following behind. 
The procession having halted, the Crowner 
stepped forward and placed the coronet 
upon her head, a Scotoh thistle being a 
very prominent ornament upon It. The 
Crowner, from a roll of parchment, pro- 
claimed that, he having crowned her de- 
ceased father, King Charles, and from his 
inherent right of Crowner, and from the 
fact of the late King dying intestate, he 
now placed the crown upon the head of 
Esther, and with public proclamatian at the 
Cross of her dominions he proclaimed her 
Queen Esther Faa Blythe, *ohallenga who 
dare.’ On the termination of the royal 
ceremony, her subjects with three times 
three oheers rent the air, and a reign of 
long life and happiness to Queen Esther was 
the general cry. The Queen, in a short and 
pathetiospeeob, thanked hersubjeetsfor the 
high honor they had conferred upon her 
in ohoosing her to occupy the throne of 
her ancestors, and expressed the hope that 
during the reign they would conduct them- 
selves quietly, and live at peace with all 
men. Afterwards a congratulatory address 
was presented to her Majesty on her happy 
aaoensioa to the throne, and expressing a 
fervent wish that she might long worthily 
fulfill the duties of her royal house. A 
supply of genuine ‘mountain dew’ was 
handed round, end flawing bumpers quaffed 
to her Majesty's health and happiness. The

To make the whole affair plain to our 
readers, it will be neosssary te go back a 
few wesks. It seems that about three 
weeks since, John C Miller, the government 
agent in this oity, reoeivsd intelligence from 
a lithographer on Lake street that a person 
oalling himself I. N. Heudrioks, from Mem- 
phis, Tennessee, had been at his establish- 
ment, and was anxious to procure fac timilt 
lithographic plates of the Confederate States 
scrip of the denomination of fifties aud one 
hundreds. He had exhibited two notes of 
the genuine scrip, and offered a large com- 
pensation if the work was done io the spec- 
ified style and secrecy maintained. The 
lithographer promised to take the matter 
under consideration, and, as soon as the 
applicant had left the office, penned a note 
to Mr. Miller, informing him of the above 
facts. Mr. Miller immediately had an 
interview with the lithographer, and, after 
consultation, devised a plan for the arrest 
of the supposed Secessionist. The latter, 
however, was to be allowed to pursue his 
schemes quietly for a while, and the litho- 
grapher was to undertake the job of coun- 
terfeiting the scrip. Competent detectives 
were at onoe summoned and direoted to 
follow the track of Hendrioks, and keep 
oareful watch of all hie movements, but not 
to undertake his arrest until the guilt of the 
man was thoroughly proven. Ths parties 
then separated, eaoh man to pnraue a sep- 
arate and distinct part. 

Hendricks in dne time appeared again at 
the lithographer’s establishment and the 
bargain was oonolu ted. The engraving 
oommenoed, and was pursued Continuously 
day by day, Hendricks being present most 
of the time and supervising the job as it j 
went on. Meanwhile the detectives were 
busy at their secret work, and the web was 
btiog woven stronger and thicker around 
the audaoiouB rebel,

tunely. The prooess of *chan|_ 
had just been oommenoed, and of the two 
hundred men and boys then believed to 
have been in the mines, only two sets, or 
about sixteen men, had been sent to bank. 
The third set was on its way, when, just as 
the cage in which the men were riding 
had got half way up, the beam ef the pump- 
ing engine broke in two at the pivot, the 
projecting outer half — a beam of iron weigh- 
ing upwards ef twenty tons — falling with a 
tremendous orash right in the oenter of the 
shaft. The ponderous mass seems to have 
struok the top of the brattice; and, so violent 
was the shook that the whole of the massive 
wooden frame work extending from the top 
to the bottom of the shaft gave way, as if 
it had been a bundle of luolfer matches, and 
was hurled donward, as a mere pile of 
debris, towards the bottom of the pit. This 
avalanohe of telling rubbish was, as we have 
said, enoountered by the ascending cage, 
containing eight minors, abont midway up 
the shaft. 

Tho survivors of the party, we understand, 
state that they first saw something shoot 
past them with the velocity of a thunder- 
bolt, and presently found themselves over- 
whelmed by a perfect hail of broken beams 
and planks. The iron cage in whioh they 
were asoending was shivered to pieces by 
the shook, and two of the unfortunate fel- 
lows were killed on the spot, and oarrisdter 
down among the ruins. Of the remaining 
six, three survived for some time, and the 
others were ultimately rescued. All, how- 
ever, suffered more or less severely from the 
tailing timber, as well as the privations they 
were exposed to daring the twelve weary 
hours that elapsed before assistance could be 
conveyed to them. The mass of rubbish 
completely filled the lower part of the shaft, 
so aa to out off all chances of esoape by that 
egress lor the two hundred men and boys 
employed In the low main. Had they been 
oonfined to that portion of the mines serious 
fours might have been entertained as to thair 
safety, oonsidering the rapidity with whioh 
the water must accumulate on the stoppage 
of the pnmping apparatus. 

As we have explained, however, it would 
be in their power to pssi through the staple 
leading to the yard seam, and having 
gained thie higher stage of the mine, it is 
hoped that they may be able to hold out 
until assistance can reach them. There 
were also in the low main, at the time of 
the Moidwt, upwards of thirty horses and 
ponies. These animals, it is supposed, 
would be in a part of the workings where 
the water would soon overtake them, and 
little or no hope is entertained of their 
being reoovered.

Tebriblr Occurrence. — On Thursday 
morning, the 6th inet., near Corry station, 
on the Philadelphia and Erie railread, a 
woman named Costello, when kindling the 
fire in the morning, dipped a handful of 
shavings into a buoket of crude petroleum 
and then set fire to them, causing suoh a 
great flame that she upset the buoket and 
fired the inflammable oil by dropping the 
shavings into it. The husband and ohildren 
were lying in bed in the same room. Her 
screams attracted the attention of people 
outside, who dare not venture into the fire, 
and they called upon her to oome out. She * 
replied that she would not come without her 
ohildren, and seizing one of them — the 
eldest, aged two years — in her arms, she 
attempted to 'make her escape, but by this 
time was overcome by strangulation, and 
had to remain and be burned with the build- 
ing, which was soon in ruins. The husband 
somehow managed to esoape, but was so 
badly burned in his efforts to save his fam- 
ily that he cannot survive. The mother was 
taken from the ruins a blackened, charred 
mass, with the remains of the ohild still in 
her arms, both bodies burned to the bone, 
the cooked flesh quivering in detached por- 
tions from the trunks, the extremities almost 
entirely oonsumed. The younger ohild, 
aged one year, was burned to a coke-like 
mass, with scarcely the semblanoe of the 
human being left. 

MF'On Sunday evening, about eight 
o’olock, the ehock of an earthquake was 
noticed at several localities in New London 
oounty, Ct. la East Lyme and Old Lyme 
it was perceived, lasting three or four 1 
seconds in the latter plaoe.

Our Paris Correspondence. 

Paris, January 2)1, 1862. 
The real objeotsof the allied interference 
in Mexioo begin to develop themselves 
openly. A long letter from Vera Crus ap- 
peared in the Freuoh official journal of yes. 
terday, and this dooument, doubtless ema- 
nating from some oarefully instructed 
functionary accompanying the Frenoh fleet, 
contains the following significant paragraph: 
“The possibility of a modification in the 
political regime of thi9 country suggests 
itself to many minds as the only means of 
resouiog it, once for all, from an anarchy 
which has beoome intolerable; and there is 
reason to believe that the hottest and peace- 
able portion of the Mexican nation would 
reoeive favorably, under existing cirourn- 
stanoes, any measure whioh, in respecting 
her independence and humoring her pride, 
would tend to assure to Mexico durable 
conditions of order and security.” 

This is certainly straightforward enough; 
but another Paris journal, lesB circumspect 
than the offioial organ, has Btated the mat- 
ter in even more decided terms. We are 
told that a fresh expedition ia to be sent 
without delay to Mexioo. The new oorps 
. will be of the same numerical strength as 
that which recently oooupied Syria, and is 
to be commanded by a brigadier general, 
accompanied by a full staff. 

“We learn [says the journal whioh gives 
this interesting information) that this new 
feature in the Mexioan affair forms part of 
a high politioal combination, the objeot of 
which is the founding of a monarchy in 
Mexioo. The sovereign is to be selected in 
exclusion of the reigning families of the 
three powers engaged in the expedition.” 
Here, then, ends the delusion of a tre- 
mendous naval and military foroe sent by 
France, England and Spaia to Mexioo 
merely to obtain “reparation for the past 
and guarantees for the future.” The real 
purpose is to take advantage of the present 
moment to ereot what the allies design as 
an insuperable barrier to the realization of 
sohemes ot oonquest whioh, in other times, 
our Government is believed to have enter- 
tained, and might resume at Borne not far 
distant day. 

I regret to perceive constantly aocumula. 
ting evidence of a widespread sympathy 
favorable, not to Southern independence 
per te, but to the disruption of the American 
Union, and these sentiments prevail at a ma- 
jority of European courts, arising from their 
instinctive antipathy toward our democratic 
institutions. “It is a magnificent spectacle.”

— A rumor has prevailed 
that Commodore Lynoh’s fleet of gunboats 
had been oaptured. It te not regarded as 
true, but it te believed that all were burned 
by the Confederates to prevent their cap- 
ture, with the exception of one, whioh was 
endeavoring to make its escape. The deet 
went to Elizabeth City from Roanoke Island, 
and was probably burned at the former 
place. 

THIRD DISPATCH. 

Norfolk, Feb. 10 — Received in Richmond at 
midnight — A courier nrrived here thie af- 
ternoon at 4 o’olock, and brought intelli- 
gence that Elizabeth City was burned thie 
morning by the inhabitants. During the 
conflagration, the Federate landed a large 
foroe. All our gunboats but one were cap- 
tured by the enemy. General Wise has not 
yat arrived at Norfolk.

Engagement Between Two Irox-clad 
Ships. — Another reflection is suggested by 
the adoption of armor for ships. How is a 
steel plated ship to engage a steel-plated 
ship? Their guns oan do no exeoution on 
eaoh other, and eailore, marines, and every, 
thing destructible are under oover. What 
is to be done when each ships, if hostile, 
meet? Are they to salute and retire in 
search of smaller fry, or are they to fight? 
If they fight, it would be the combat of two 
Aohilles, without even vulnerable heels. If 
these ships are all that te olaimed for them, 
there are but two ways for them to engage 
eaoh other — either to sheer off, and, like 
two knights at tournament, oharge each 
other, when the probability is that both 
would go down; or else to olose and board, 
when viotory would depend, not upon the 
invulnerability of the ships, nor upon the 
oaliber of their gone, and yet that is what 
these ships are built for. It follows that a 
steel-clad ship oould not protect a convoy of 
ordinary transports agaiaet ths attaok of 
another steel-clad ship. The proteotor 
oould do nothing but witness the destruc- 
tion of his oonvoy. It results, then, that a 
steel-clad ship is useful only as opposed to 
wooden ones or fortifications. — Phil. Preu. 



“A courier arrived here yesterday after* 
noon, about 3 o’olock, from whom we gather 
the following information: 

“The enemy advanced in full force upon 
Elisabeth oity yesterday, about 7 o’clock, 
and began the attaok upon that plaoe. The 
citizens, finding resistance vain, evacuated 
the place; but before doing eo, set fir* to 
the town, and when oar Informant left it 
was still in flames. 

“We have also to rcoord the capture by 
the enemy of all our little fleet, exospt the 
Fanny or Forrest, our informant is not 
oertain which. This boat eluded the enemy 
and unde np the Pasquetank river. She 
was pursued, however, and fears are enter, 
toioed that she, too, was oaptured. 

“It is said that before our boats snrren- 
dered they were abandoned, and that their 
crews succeeded in making their escape. 
If so, we are at a loas to oonjeotnre why the 
boats were not fired before being abandon • 
ed. The disaster to oar little fleet te at- 
tributed to the fact that, having exhausted 
the supply of ooal and ammunition, they 
proceeded to Elizabeth City for th* purpose 
of obtaining a supply. Every effort was 
made to obtain ooal, but without success ; 
nor, for the want thereof, oould they return 
to the island and lend any assistance what- 
ever to the foroes. 

“All the details, as published, with refer- 
ence to the capture of Roanoke island are 
confirmed by the oourier, who represents 
our loss at 300 killed and wonnded and that 
of the enemy at not lean than 1,000. Great 
havoc waa made among them while coming 
up the road leading to the fort. Oar forces 
brought to bear upon them two 32 pound- 
ers, and at every fire their ranks were 
terribly thinned. Th* places of the fallen 
were, however, qniokly filled. Pnrk Point 
battery waa manned by the Riohmond Blues, 
and most nobly did they defend it.

Farther Particulars from Tennessee 
River. 

The speolal dispatches to the Cincinnati 
papers are fuller than those seat from St. 
Louis and published on our first page this 
morning: 

For* Huit, Feb. 9. 

A force of the Seoond Illinois Cavalry, 
under Major Mudd, made a reconnoissance 
to-day in the direction of Fort Donelson. 
An advanoed guard of eome 40 men enooun- 
tered a superior number of rebel cavalry, 
about seven miles out on the main road to 
Dover. Capt. Brink, ordnance offioer, who 
accompanied the oommand with Carson, 
were in the advance, and discovered the 
enemy and gave notioe to cur cavalry, who 
were feeding eome distance in the rear. 
The rebels advanoed on our small foroe, and 
gave them battle 

At a oross road, Borne twenty more of 
our cavalry coming up to the assistance of 
our etrugkUog little band, the enemy turned 
and took to flight, with a loss of five killed 
and twenty three prisoners, among whom 
was the Captain of the rebel band. Oar 
loss was ene man wounded, and one horse 
killed. 

Oen. Orant and staff to-day also made a 
reconnoissanos to within four miles of Fort 
Donelson, and a complete knowledge of the 
road was obtained. 

The reconnoitering transport steamer W. 
H. Brown, in charge of Captain Lagow, aid 
to Oeneral Grant, with Col. Riggins and 
CoL A. H. Markland, the military mail 
agent accompanying the army, made another 
trip to-day, to the railroad bridge across 
the river at Danville, where a large quan- 
i tity of army stores, wagons, hides, and nu- 
merous other arlioles of value, were found. 

{ From all appearanoes, in every direotion 
from the fort, this retreat assumed a com- 
plete panio and stampede. At Danville the 
• quarters of the troops gave evidence that 
they fled while in the aot of preparing either 
dinner or supper. The cooking utensils 
contained the allowance of their morsel; 

1 beds and cabin furniture were strewn about 
> in reckless confusion and terror ; and 
dismay Beems to have filled the the breaata 
of the oocupanta. 

An unfinished letter from a soldier to his 
i ; sister was found, d»t«d the 6th, the day of 
the battle, whioh stated that seven regi 
meats left there on the night previous tor 
the fort, leaving every room for the oonolu- 
sion that the actual foroe at this pl&oe on 
the day of the capture of this fort was not 
lees than 12,000. 

CoL Markland, by order of Gen. Grant, 
took possession of eleven bags of mail mat- 
ter at Danville and closed the offioe. Yes- 
terday Gen. Grant and staff visited Danville 
and took possession of a large amount of 
property of the same character as that 
taken to-day, besides tbe ferry steamer J. 
W. Martin, whioh was brought down to this 
point. The bridge is a magnificent struct- 
ure of about 1,200 feet, besides about 400 
feet of trestle work. The piers of the spans, 
some nine in number, are built of granite, 
and in the airongest manner. The trestle 
work has been partially destroyed to prevent 
its being used by the rebels. 

Reinforcements are arriving very rapidly. 
The 14 h Iowa, 18. h Missouri, a battalion of 
Dirge's Sharpshooters, 48i and 17th Illinois 
regiments arrived last night and to- day. 

Fort Hbkey, Feb. 10. 
Our gunboats went as far as Florenoe, 
Alabama, tbe head of navigation for large 
steamers, being about 260 miles from Padu- 
cah Everywhere along the river they were 
received with astonishing welcome by the 
numerous Union families in Southern Ten' 
neesee and Northern Alabama, and at the 
little towns along the river thjLold flag was 
looked upon as a redeemer, a aa hailed with 
shouts of joy as an earnest to show that 
i this sentiment was genuine. Capt. Girin, 
of the Tylor, recruited thirty men for ser- 
vice on the gunboats, and eays he can get 
as many more recruits as would man the 
whole fleet. These people have suffered 
much from tbe oppression heaped upon them 
by the villainous usurpations of these rebel 
' vandals. There are now in Tennessee, Mis 
sissippi and Alabama — through all of whioh 
. States our gunboats have now passed — bet- 
ter Usion men by half than are generally 
| fuuod along the Ohio river. 

Many of the people at Florenoe were ao 
del ghted at finding the stars and stripes 
once more their protection, that they pro- 
posed to give a bail to the offioers of the 
gunboats, but as they were under orders, 
they conld Lot remain to acoept their cour- 
tesies. Wherever our boats lauded, and 
the people, after the first fright, became as- 
eared that the gunboats did not come to 
destroy bat to save, they seemed to have 
no meane too extravagant to express thei r 
delight and joy. 

The rebels burned all the steamers on 
the river that they could find. Among 
those burned are the steamers Lynn Boyd, 
Sam Orr, Smith, Time, Sam Kirkman, and 
Appleton Belle. 

Our gunboats captured three of their 
sleamere, one of whioh, the Eaatport, was 
being built for a gunboat, and not quite fin. 
iehea. The rebels tried to scuttle her, but 
had not time enough to euooeed. She was 
taken at Savannah, Tenn , and had on board 
a large quantity of plate iron for her com- 
pletion. Capt. Gwin says she wjll make a 
splendid gunboat, and has the advantage of 
speed. The other boats taken were named 
Bailie Woods and Musole ; the latter being 
loaded with lumber — some 6,000 feet. Au 
encampment of some 900 men, under Col. 
Crews, whioh was recruiting a short dis- 
tance back of the town of Savannah, learn- 
ing of our gunboats having passed up to 
Florence, immediately dispersed. Oar offi- 
oers not being aware of the existence of this 
encampment when passing, stopped there 
on their return, and Capt. Gwin, with 160 
men, detachments from the three gunboats, 
acoompanied by Lieutenant Commanding 
Shirk, with other offioers, marched out to 
the encampment, which, finding abandoned, 
they set fire to. 

They captured a large quantity of Quar- 
termaster and Commissary stores, and 180 
stand of arms. The provisions were dis- 
tributed among the deatitute Union men, as 
was done at several other points where Com 
mlssary stores were taken. Calicoes are 
worth one dollar per yard, and whisky $2 60 
per quart. There is considerable suffering 
among the population. Upon the next visit 
of the gunboats they will take more recruits 
for the other boats. One boat goes up the 
river this morning. Colonel A. H. Mark- 
land has been appointed military poetal di- 
rector for this wing of the Western Depart* 
ment by Gen. Grant.

Davis, Br'okinridge, Preston, and others, 
who had been highly honored and favored 
by the people of the United States, will 
soon be calliog upon the Federal authori- 
ties to save them from the just wrath of the 
people of the South, whose confidence 
they have abused and whose property they 
have well nigh destroyed. 

Tbs Naivyills aid Tcicaroea — As will 
be seen from our dispatches this morning, 
theTuscarora has been ordered away from 
Southampton by the British authorities, and 
has gone to the Needles, where ehe will 
await the appearance of the Nashville. 
According to the prinoiple adopted by the 
British -government, the authorities will be 
compelled to order the Nashville to follow 
the Tascarora twenty-four hours after the 
latter’s departure. 

As the Tueoarora Las only gone to the 
limit of one league from land, and the Nash- 
ville must go the same diatance, the pros- 
pect for an engagement bat ween the two 
has merged into a certainty. Thanks to 
British neutrality, the first naval battle on 
the ocean between a Federal and a rebel 
vessel will occur in sight of the English 
coast. What the result of that contest will 
be, time only can tell — but the batile will 
be terrifie. The Tuscarora is determined 
to attack and conquer, while the Nashville 
will tight with the energy of despair. 

Sals of Cotton. — The Sea Island cotton 
brought from Port Royal by the Vanderbilt 
and Qoean Qqecn was sold by auotion at 
New York on Wednesday, by order of Col- 
lector Barney. Tbe lots were from one 
to fourteen bales, averaging from one hun- 
dred to five thousand pounds. The lowest 
prioe realised was twenty-eight oents per 
pound, and the highest seventy. The prin- 
olpal purchaser was a Connecticut firm, 
who intend to manufacture thread out of It. 
The ootton has already been ginned, and 
each bale had the name of the plantation 
from whioh it was taken marked upon it, so 
if the owners are loyal men they will have 
a ohanoe to recover the value of their prop- 
erty. 

Extent or the Golf Stream. — The 
Swedieh Government laet year sent a soien* 
tifis expedition to Spitzbergea. It has just 
returned to Troruss, wheace it started, after 
having accomplished its mission very satis- 
factorily, in spite of the rig >r of the weather. 
The old maps have been corrected; fresh 
ports have been disoovered, and numerous 
experiments msde which have thrown fresh 
light on meteorology and natural history. 
It hss been ascertained that animal and 
vegetable life exist in the sea at a depth of 
2600 yards, and that the great current of 
the Atlantic ocean, known by the name of 
the Gulf Stream, reaches a# far as the ooast 
of Spitsbergen, pieces of broken wood, 
bottles, &o., having been found there.

Fortress Moeeob, Feb. 11.—' We find 
the following additional news from various 
points of the Sooth in the papers reoeived 
to-day: 

Ex Governor Campbell deolinee the tender 
of the appointment of a Brigadier-General, 
and assigns as a reason his physioal incapa- 
bility to perform the duties of the office. 
He was to have filled the plaoe vacated by 
the death of General Zollieoffer. 

The bill to raise troops to meet the requi. 
sition on Virginia by the President of the 
Confederate States passed both branohes of 
the Virginia General Assembly on Monday 
in seoret session. The bill provides that 
all companies now in the field shall be filled 
up to the number of 100 men; that the Gov- 
ernor shall oall for volunteers for this pur- 
pose, and that if the requisite number be 
not thus enlisted, the defioienoy is to be 
made up by draft from the enrolled militia. 

The injunction of Beoresy has been re- 
moved from the bill passed by Congress 
appropriating $2,000,000 for the benefit of 
the 8tate of Kentucky. 

James Syms is probably eleoted to Con- 
gress to supply the vacancy caused by tke 
death of John Tyler. 

The War Department has issued an order 
for the seizure of all oorn la the hands of 
distillers, or others, to bs used for distilla 
tion. This step is taken not only on aecount 
of the pernioious effects cf the unlimited 
manafaotnra of whisky, bat also beeanse of 
the exorbitant prices the Government is 
obliged to pay for an artiole indispensable 
to the subjistenoe of the army. 

8 t. Locis, Feb. 12. — Tke Republican 
learns that Gen. Hitohcock has aooepted 
tha appointment of Major General of vol- 
unteers. Should Uen. Halleck take the 
held in commend of the great Southern 
expedition, whioh is regarded probable, 
Gen Hitohoook will remain at the hea<h of 
the department here. 

An offioial dispatch from Lieut. Phelps, 
commanding the gunboat Conestoga, re- 
oeived at headquartera here, confirms the 
previous * -y— U ml tk* aamll of tha TkU 
neesee river expedition. The steamers 
burned by the rebels were laden with mill 
tary stores, 200 stand of arms and a oon- 
siderahle quantity of clothing. Other stores 
were captured, aid Col. Crew’s encampment 
destroyed. Lieut. Phelps also reports 
finding the Union sentiment very strong 
along the river. 

Leavsnworth, Feb. 11.— The greateet 
activity prevails at fort Leavenworth in 
preparations for the expedition to start 
from here uoder Gen. Hunter. Troops and 
supplies are being oonoentrated at Southern 
portions of the State, and indioalions ap- 
pear favorable for an early advanoe The 
General is working earnestly and unceas- 
ingly in perfecting the details of the expe- 
dition. Every department is orowded to its 
utmost capacity. Seven regiments of oav- 
alry, four regiments of infantry and three 
full batteries of artillery, with Parrott and 
Wiard guns, are now rn route from the east, 
and are daily expeoted, to join the expedi- 
tion, whioh will be one of the most formida- 
ble yet organised during the war.

Ekaecifatioe ib Dblawabi. — W e see it 
ateted that a bill is about to be introduced 
into the Legislature of Lielawere to abolish 
slavery in that State. By this bill it is pro- 
vided that all slsves over thirty -five years of 
age ahell be freed within ninety days after 
it beoomee law ; all under thirty-five shall 
beoome free on reaching that age ; all 
■nine born after tbe bill becomes law are 
to be alavee till tney are twenty-one, and 
females till they are eighteen ; and all 
slavery is to cease after January 1st, 1872. 
These propositions are made conditional 
upon the following provision : 

“ That Congress will at its present ses- 
sion engage to pay to the Slate of Delaware, 
ia bonds of the United States bearing in. 
tarast at tbe rate of six per centum per 
annum, the cum of $900,000, in ten annual 
installments, $90,000 to bis payable on 
some day before the 1st day of September, 
1862, to establish a fund for securing full 
and fair compensation to the owners of 
•laves who shall have been divested of 
their properly by foroe of the not in ques- 
tion.” 

Delaware has, according to the census of 
I860, eighteen hundred and five slaves, and 
the sum to be naked of Congress for their 
gradual emancipation amounts to fivs hun- 
dred dollars a head . — Nat Intelligencer.
